And again, when he bringeth in his firft begotten into the 
world, he faid, Let all the Angels worfhip him; and to his An- 
gels he faich, Who hath made his Angels Spirits, and his Mini- 
fters a flame of fire: but unto the Son he faich, Thy Throne, O
